LONDON, Feb. 11.—The queen's speech 


which was read at the opening of par- 
liament this morning said: "1 continue 
to receive from other powers assurances 
that they continue their friendly senti- 
ment." The speech aaye an agreement 
has been concluded with Prance for a 
•lore secure establishment of the king- 
dom of Siam, and that the commission- 
ers for defining tbo frontier between* 
British India and 
Afghanistan from 


dominions of Russia, agreed upon the 
line which has been accepted by the 
queen and the czar. Touching the Ven-

factory settlement." On the subject of 
Armenia the speech says Turkey has 
sanctioned the principles of reform in 
government insisted on by the powers, 
and expresses deep regret at the fanati- 
cal outbreak in a section of the Turkish 
population resulting in serious mas- 
sacres. On the Transvaal question the 
speech reviews the fact of the raid and 
the action of the government in looking 
to its prevention in the future and re- 
fers

Krueger as one of "moderation and 
wisdom" and says Great Britain will 
try the leaders of the insurrection in 
the meantime. Assurances of President 
Krueger lead to the belief that be will 
grant the reforms demanded.

Press reporter that he was glad to get 
back to the United States alive. 


Mr. Bargar went to Central Amerioa 


two years ago. from Iowa, to engage 
in the mining business, but his ven- 
tures were not successful. Then lie 
went on a railroad now being built on 
the line between Guatemala and Hon- 
duras, and obtained work as a grading 
foreman on the contract held by Wil- 
liam Morgan, an American contractor. 
Morgan was shot by a Jamaica negro 
one morning, and Bargar, coming up 
immediately, was arrested with the 
negro and taken to the /acapa jail. 


Mr. Morgan testified that .Uargar 


was not a witness to the shooting-, and 
le was let go under bond that he would 
appear as a witness. In three days 
lowever, he was rearrested and al- 
houg-h no charge wab preferred, he 
vas sent to jail. "The weather was 
n tensely hot and the heat in the jail 
vas stifling." said Mr. Bargar. ''There 
vere about one hundred prisoners in 
the jail and they were divided i.i'i 
squads of 25 each. Each division wu., 
mt in a common cell where they slept 
on the floor with no bedding or cover- 
ng of any kind.

ELECTRICITY KILLS THE TREES. 


Attached to the llranchM Destroy 


the Foliage. 


In Frani-e grt'ut enie is talicn in lo- 


cating the wires that cnn-y high-ten- 
iion electric cm rents, whether used 
for light or for pouer, but in America 
t'.ic thing is done tnon> dimply. No 
one bothers him-self about w hat is to be 
found at the side of the wire, and it 
passes among Hie br.mches of the trees 
nnd across thickets, unconscious of the 
damage that it may <lo. Now in many 
towns, says the Cosmos, it has been 
observed that the trees in the cui- 
wvnt dwindle and die. It has also been 
observed that the death of the trees. 
invariably follows the rainy season; 
the Icaics being then soaked with 
moisture, becomu g-o.'-d conductors,aml 
lead the current down into the tree 
irom the wire. The wires, to be sure, 
have been insulated, but the protect- 
ive layer has been quickly destroyed 
by the friction of the branches and 
the line becomes bare, producing thus 
results that it would have been well 
to ovoid. 
And the electricity is the 


only thing that can be accused of this, 
It suffices, to convince oneself, to com- 
pare the condition of the trees trai 
crsed by wires with that of neighbor- 
ing trees. It has often been noticed 
that in n storm all the trees through 
which wires pass die in a few hours, 
while the surrounding ones are not 
touched. This is a very serious source 
of complaint, and causes some law- 
suits.
